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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-13 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art discloses Sleeper (U.S. Pat. No. 6,401 ,074) which discloses 
an augmented point of sale system that displays, and that may broadcast, during a retail 
transaction. JP2000/1 13334 A, Dejaeger et al. discloses a method for displaying 
advertisement message for customer by using sales management terminal equipment. 
However, neither Sleeper nor Dejaeger singularly or in combination discloses the 
recited feature: 

As per claims 20, 31 and 37 "a customer display program module coupled to the control 
unit and the point-of-sale program module, the customer display program module 
configured to display the processed input data and configured to display the sequences 
of multimedia entries located in the infomercial database on the customer display 
device, an event management unit configured to receive and interpret the input data 
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processed by the point-of-sale program module to notify the control unit when trigger 
events occur that require an update to the customer display device, and wherein the 
control unit includes an internal timer, the control unit is configured to display each 
multimedia entry on the customer display device for a duration of time based on the 
internal timer until the event management unit detects a trigger event, upon detection of 
the trigger event, the control unit interrupts the sequence of multimedia entries and the 
multimedia content to be displayed on the customer display device by displaying a 
different sequence of multimedia entries that match a type of the detected trigger events 
as indicated in the infomercial database".
